ZION - Efforts to educate the 
public about Asbestos 
Containing Material (ACM) at 
the Illinois Beach State Park 
are not what they could be, ac- 
cording to the Illinois 
Dunesland Preservation 

Society. 

The society, which first ap- 
proached the attorney general's 
office about the issue seven 
years ago, filed another com- 
plaint with the Illinois State 
Attorney General's office on 
May 17 after a hiker encoun- 
tered ACM in an inland area of 
the park where a controlled 
bum by the Illinois Department 
of Natural Resources had un- 
covered the ACM that re- 
mained from the demolition of 
cottages 40 years ago. - 

The society takes issue with 
a slew of what it alleges are mis- 
steps on the part of various gov- 



ernment agencies . (IDNR, 
Illinois *■ Environmental 
Protection Agency, USEPA and 
park administration) with re- 
spect to abatement of ACM, ed- 
ucation of the public regarding 
risk, and the metliods govern- 
ment researchers employed to 
determine that risk. 

One of the complaintsof the 
society addresses what it con- 
siders a dearth of public educa- 
tion efforts. 

The society is also in the 
process of filing a lawsuit 
against the IDNR after the soci- 
ety was forbidden from leaving 
its pamphlets at kiosks 
throughout the park, according 
to Jeffrey Camplin, an asbestos 
abatement consultant who 
works with the society and pre- 
pai'ed a report that analyzed 
ACM in the park in 2003. 

Paul Kakuris, president of 
the society, said the society at-

Veterans Memorial 'for

LINDENHURST - The lawn in front 
of the village hall isn't really a lawn 
anymore. It "tias been ripped up, dug 
into and heaved upside down, trans- 
formed into a rubbled hole with a ce- 
ment base in the center, and a metal 
frame above it. 

About 100 people gathered Memorial 
Day on blazing blacktop for the cere- 
monial groundbreaking of the 
Lindenhurst Veterans Memorial, 
aimed to honor those who have fought 
for this nation's freedom. 

Veterans, families, politicians, po- 
licemen, soldiers and civilians congre- 
gated not only to celebrate the project, 
but also to pay respect to those who 
have served their country. 

"It has been one year and three 
weeks since the first commission meet- 
ing, and we have something to be 
proud of here," said Paul Baumunk, 
chair of the veterans commission that 
has organized the memorial project. 

The memorial is part of 
Lindenhurst's 50th anniversary cele- 
brations, but officials recognize it as 
the most important.

The site, designed by 3D Design 
Studio and Sente-Rubel-Bosman-Lee 
Architects, will feature five black gran- 
ite monuments, each one representing 
a branch of the military. A black gran- 
ite wall will surround the monuments, 



symbolizing the branches' union. At 
the memorial's base, three reflecting 
pools will flow to either side, represent- 
ing sacrifice, courage and our nation's 
tears for those lost. 

"This is a memorial not just for 



Lindenhurst and Lake County, but for 
all of Illinois," Baumunk said. 

State Representative Bob Churchill 
said he hopes the Veterans Memorial 
will sei've as a reminder of the struggle 
it takes to keep a nation together. 

Churchill said he bought three 
bricks for the monument, one of them 
in honor of his father who served dur- 
ing World War II. 

During the ceremony, all veterans 
were recognized, lined up in front of 
the audience. They introduced them- 
selves and announced their military 
service, ranging from lifelong mem- 
bers to those who helped out in desper- 
ate times. 

Near the end of the 30-minute event, 
village trustees and commission mem- 
bers completed the ceremonial part of 
the morning. They smiled widely for. 
cameras, each with a foot- on a golden 
shovel, wedging up clumps of earth and 
flipping them to the ground. 

"It was designed as a place to come 
to pray, think and reflect," Churchill 
said. "We all know the price of freedom 
isn't free, and freedom demands con- 
stant vigilance." 

The memorial will be dedicated at 11 
a.m. on Nov. 11.

LAICE VILLA - Tlie sugges- 
tion shocked Zara Griswold. 
The idea almost was repulsive, 
and she felt indignant. 

Zara was with a friend sev- 
eral yeai's ago, talking about 
her struggle to adopt a child. 
Her friend spoke of someone 
she knew who was a surrogate 
mother, and said Zara and her 
husband, Mike, should give sur- 
rogacy a ti7. 

Zara said she refused the 
concept at first. She thought it 
woidd be too expensive, too dif- 
ficult, and there always was the 
risk of the mother not giving up 



the baby after all. 

"But then it got me curious," 
Zara said. "The more I learned 
about it, it was fascinating to 
me to find that tliere were so 
many women willing to do 
this." 

• Zara said she began her 
seai'ch online, finding dozens of 
support groups, Web sites and 
chat rooms centered on suito- 
gacy. She spoke to men and 
women who had children 
^through surrogate mothers, and 
the women who earned chil- 
di'en for those couples. 

Somewhere along the line, 
Zara realized that surrogacy 
was the option she had been 
waiting for. 



AN UNEXPECTED TURN 

For as long as she can re- 
member, Zara always has 
wanted children. She just 
thought it was inevitable: Get * 
married, raise a family. She fan- 
tasized of the day she would be- 
come a mother. 

At the age of 23, though, 
fresh out of college, Zara was di- 
agnosed with ovarian cancer. 
• She almost immediately had a 
full hysterectomy. 

"It was totally out of 
nowhere, and it was totally dev- 
astating," Zara said.

When Zara met Mike at 25, 
he didn't seem to mind tliat she 
could never caiTy a baby.

SuiTogacy may not have the 
legally-imposed wait times at- 
tached to it, but it is also a world 
of waiting, wondering and wor- 
rying.

tempted to distribute the pam- 
phlets after the report, and then 
filed the suit when they could 
not do so.

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report emphasized that officials 
should prioritize education and 
"should not be allowed to fall 
ofT due to funding reductions or 
other reasons unless or until it 
is detei-mined that ACM find- 
ings are declining." 

The report also recom- 
mended that educational mate- 
rials ensure that visitors un- 
derstand the issues and can rec- 
ognize common ACM types 
found at the park. 

Visitors to the park do not 
necessarily glean this informa- 
tion from the materials pro- 
vided, however, and can find 
pieces of ACM among the rocks 
that populate the shoreline of 
Lake Michigan and further in- 
land. 

On May 26, a visit to the 
park found signs at entrances 
that alerted visitors of the pres- 
ence and potential danger of as- 
bestos. Literature with visual 
representation of ACM was not 
supplied at the main office or 
kiosks at the 21st or 17th Street 
entrances. 

Giordano emphasized that 
the park should prioritize 
availability of information 
about asbestos, but said he did 
not "know that we want to 
make an issue of that." 

"Everything that I've read 
said there is no risk to the pub- 
lic," Giordano said. 

Giordano said he under- 
stood the UIC report's state- 



ment that to mean that the risk 
was statistically insignificant, 
and the many factors deter- 
mine the health risk from as- 
bestos exposure, including fre- 
quency and duration of expo- 
sure. 

"Certainly a fiber can be re- 
leased from [ACM], I don't 
think anybody would question 
that," Giordano said. "[But] 
quantifying a risk from a single 
fiber is literally impossible." 

The society also accuses the 
IDNR and Illinois 

Environmental Protection 
Agency of covering up the agen- 
cies' "incompetence" in tiiis re- 
gard and violations of envii'on- ■ 
mental regulations. 

The complaint called for in- 
vestigation of state agencies' 
and officials' activities, isola- 
tion of the area, which remains 
open to the public in lieu of an 
evaluation, cessation of "illegal 
abatement activity," and for 
the Lake County Health 
Department to determine risk 
to the public that frequents the 
park. 

IDNR said Kakuris had 
"mischaracterize[d] the nature 
of these issues and the IDNR's 
response to those issues."

Teen may have been drag racing

LIBERTYVILLE - A Green 
Oaks teenager was killed on 
Memorial Day in a crash that 
also injured four others. 

Ryan Meinken, 17, was 
killed in a high-speed crash on 
Route 137 near Oak Grove 
Avenue in Libertyville at 5:30 
p.m. on Monday, May 30. He 
was a junior at Carmel 
Catholic High School in 
Mundelein. The teen was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Lake County Coroner 
Richard Keller said the cause 
of death was head injury. He 
tested negative for drugs, but 
his blood-alcohol level was 0.02, 
roughly the equivalent of one 
drink. The 17-year-oId was in 
violation of the state's zero tol- 
erance law. 

He was driving a, blue 2006 
Subaru Impreza. His brother, 
Christopher A. Meinken, 21, 
was driving a black 2006 
Subam Impreza. Sgt, 
Christopher Thompson of the 
Sheriffs Office said the broth- 
ers may have been drag racing. 

"They are believed to have 
been racing at a very high rate 
of speed in excess of 100 mUes 
per hour," Thompson said. 



The posted speed limit is 45 
mUes per hour. 

The brothers were both 
traveling eastbound on Route 
137 when Ryan's vehicle struck 
a silver 2000 Honda Accord. 
According to Thompson, the 
car spun around and entered 
the westbound lane traveling 
backward, and was hit head-on 
by a red Jeep Cherokee. The ve- 
hicle was then pushed ir^to the 
trees oh the north side of the 
road, 

Brian Jones, 31, of Antioch, 
was driving the Honda. His 
wife Stephanie was trans- 
'ported to the hospital for a 
minor injury. Their sons, 4 and 
2, were not injured. 

The Jeep was driven by 
Grayslake resident Theodore 
Schmidt, 34. He was ' trans- 
ported to Lake Forest Hospital 
for serious, non-life-threaten- 
ing injuries, according to 
Thompson. Two passengers in 
the car, children age 7 and 12, 
were transported to Condell 
Medical Center with serious in- 
juries, according to police. 

Police are still investigating 
the crash. Charges may be filed 
against Christopher Meinken.

Zara and Alicia e-mailed each other every- 
day, talked constantly on the phone, Alicia 
sent photogi-aphs of her belly, of ultrasounds, 
told stories of water retention, mood swings, 
everything associated with pregnancy. Mike 
and Zara went to every doctor appointment. 

"I wanted to go through the whole thing 
from beginning to end," Zara said. "I felt like I 
was going through everything except the phys- 
ical issues. I was mentally pregnant." 

The night of June.2 Alicia called Mike and 
Zara. She was heading to the hospital in labor. 
Throwing clothes into bags, the couple flew out 
the doors and drove to Michigan where Alicia 
was. 

"The day they were born I watched the ba- 
bies come out," Zara said. "It was part of my 
closure, part of my healing for not being able to 
have my own kids."

We got to the harbor and 
found a wind blowing m at 2 
mph from the north. It didn't 
look good. Tlie Cubs really only 
can get out for a day lil^e tiiis 
when they have a day of rest in 
the middle of a homestand. Most 
off-days are used for travel to 
other cities. 

But I'd been telling Baker 
and Clines about the incredible 
catches of jumbo perch out of 
Waukegan and we figured we 
should give it a try. We talked 
our captain into heading out. As 
soon as we hit the mouth of the 
harbor, we were assaulted by 
giant waves. 

We were hit hard. Tiie first 
wave hit us and the boat turned 
a 90-degree angle on its side. A 
second wave hit us just as hai'd 
and we were again, almost up- • 
ended.

"Last year was a gi'eat year 
for us.

But hopefully 
We can finish better nation- 
aUy." 

Before the postseason, 
Michael averaged about three 
strokes per 18 holes higher 
than his freshman average. 
But he has stepped up as of 
late; placing in the top 40 indi- 
vidually at both the ACC 
Championship and the NCAA 
Central Regional.- 

*' Golf is one of those funny 
games. I was struggling to get 
my swing where it needed to 
be," Michael said of his regu- 
lar-season ups and downs. "I 
just got in a little funk." 

One tiling is certain:

Nicole was a regular fixture 
at the IHSA Class AA 
Championship, placing in the 
top 20 all four years. But col- 
lege brings an entirely differ- 
ent game, a game that includes 
fau'ways that even the profes- 
sionals play on. 

"We played in the Houston 
Tournament, which was the 
same course (Redstone Golf 
Club) used to play in the 
Houston Open," Michael said. 
"David Toms talked to all tlie 
players there. He wanted some 
feedback, the things we liked 
and didn't like. We actually 
played the course longer than 
the pros." 

The Schachner siblings 
share a common bond with 
golf, pushing each otlier with 
their own personal wiU to win.

In the documentaiy, "An 
Inconvenient Trutli,"Gore gives 
an impassioned presentation 
with a host of facts and figures 
to alarm even the true behevers 
of the "don't woriy " philoso- 
phy As lie says, this is not a po- 
litical issue, but a moi'al one. 

The fihn essentially gives us 
a private ticket to a ti'aveling 
road show that Gore has pre- 
sented more tlian 1,000 times all 
across the globe. 

We ai'e inundated daily with 
statistics and images meant to 
keep us fi*om changing TV 
channels, so you may be in- 
clined to dismiss some of the 
startling facts tliat you see in 
the promotional trailer. 

Mark Twain said, "What 
gets us into trouble is not what 
we don't know, it's what we 



know for sure that just ain't so." 
Please pay attention, as the 
biggest service that Gore does 
is he connects the dots. 

Last yeai" was the warmest 
on record since atmospheric 
temperatures have been meas- 
ured. In the summer of 2005, 
heat records were broken in 
hundi-eds of U.S. cities. 

The 10 warmest years on 
recoi-d all have been since 1990. 
Global wai-ming is predicted to 
increase the intensity of hurri- 
canes. In the past several 
decades, the number of 
Category 4 and 5 hurricanes 
globally has almost doubled.

"the" band. 

It is his talent for creating 
vocal harmony that pulls together 
the band's unique sound. 

Although he usually plays 
bass, at the recording session at 
J&L, he took lead guitar for a 
cover of "Me and Bobby McGee" 
that even made the pool players 
take notice. His elegant instru- 
mental riff was the only fitting 
counterpoint to the vocals. 

Which brings us to Jacky 
Dustin. Her rendition of the Kris 
Kristofferson tune destroyed 
Janis Joplin's ownership of the 
song. Dustin has her own style: 
strong and tender, melodious and 
throaty 

Dustin also wields a mean pen. 
She and Krupka author all the 
band's original songs. Her talent 
to turn a phrase produces lyrics 
worth listening to, backed up by 
music that is both hummable and 
harmonious. 

In the band for just a year, she 
has made her mark on the august. 

"This is the band," aU four 
agree. 

They steadily have been work- 
ing on recording their first CD, 



doing some of the work in Kapp's 
professionally outfitted Antioch 
basement studio, and some in pro- 
fessional studios in Chicago. The 
CD is scheduled for release in, of 
course, August.

RINGWOOD - Imagine sit- 
ting under a ti'ee, soaking up the 
warm summer weather while 
sipping lemonade as the laugh- 
ter of young children playing 
games fills the air The sun-filled 
breeze blows gently, and a care- 
free feeling is all around.

Grilled chicken, zu 
make compatible pairin;

Louise Pickford, a British food writer living In 
Australia, shares secrets of the barbeque in her latest 
cookbook, "Grilling: Delicious Recipes for Outdoor 
Grills" (Ryland, Peters & Small). 

The recipes are pleasing in their simplicity and the 
photos irresistible, whether for Grilled Pita Salad with 
Olive Salsa and Mozzarella or Grilled Polenta 
Triangles. Pickford also offers basic hints on equip- 
ment. 

Chicken, always a hot item among grill enthusiasts, 
gets its due. Especially good are "Chicken Skewers 
with Thyme and Sesame Dip." 

Note: The author calls for chile oil but provides no 
recipe. You can whip up a batch by heating together 
3/4 cup of peanut oil, 1 teaspoon crushed red chiles 
and 1/2 teaspoon sesame oil to 375 degrees. Allow it 
to cool and rest for two to three days so the flavors 
can meld. 

A good accompaniment is Zucchini, Feta and Mint 
Salad, another recipe from Pickford's kitchen. 

Chicken Skewers with Thyme and 
Sesame Dip 

(Serves 4) 

3 tablespoons zahtar spice mix (see below) 
3 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 
1 1/2 pounds boneless chicken breasts 

ZAHTAR SPICE MIX ' 

3 tablespoons sesame seeds, toasted 



1/2 cup fresh thyme leaves 

1/2 teaspoon salt y 

TO SERVE 
Chile oil 

1-2 lemons, cut into wedges 
Mixed salad leaves 

8 wooden skewers soaked in cold water for 30 minutes 

To make the zahtar spice mix, toast the sesame seeds in 
a dry skillet over medium heat until golden and aromatic. 
Remove from the pan, let cool on a plate, then transfer to a 
spice grinder (or clean coffee grinder). Add the thyme and 
salt, then blend to a coarse powder. Alternatively, use a 
mortar and pestle. You will need 3 tablespoons for this 
recipe (put the remainder in an airtight container and keep 
in a cool place for future use). 

Put the 3 tablespoons of zahtar spice mix and olive oil in 
a shallow dish and mix well. Cut the chicken into bite-size 
pieces, add to the zahtar oil and toss well until coated. 
Marinate in the refrigerator for at least 2 hours. 

Preheat the grill, then thread the chicken pieces on the 
soaked wooden skewers and cook over hot coals for 2-3 
minutes on each side. Remove from the heat, let rest 
briefly, sprinkle with chile oil and lemon juice and serve hot 
with salad leaves.

Collins explained that 
ai'ound 18 Greek revival 
homes in McHenry County 
have been torn down since the 
Powers-Walker House restora- 
tion began, which is why tlie 
conservation distiict is work- 
ing hard to protect Uie home. 

"We've salvaged pieces of 
trim, doors, windows, window 
glass and doorknobs [from the 
other homes] to put in the 
Powers-Walker House," 

Collins said. "We put together 
this program for several rea- 
sons. One is to say to every- 
body, 'look what we were able 
to save.' When you love some- 
thing, you protect it. When you 
volunteer and invest your 
time, you have affection for the 
work you do.

Question: Why should I use a 
Swiss Ball for exercise? 

Answer: The Swiss Ball has 
been used in physical therapy 
for neurodevelopmental ti'eat- 
ment for about 40 years.

I am a CHEK (Corrective- 
Holistic Exercise Kinesiology) 
Practitioner and Personal 
Trainer, and the Swiss Ball is 
the most used piece of equip- 
ment in my private training "^ 
studio. 

The first step is to deter- 
mine what ball size is right for 
you. This is based on your 
height. A person between 5- 
foot-6 and 6 feet will need a 55- 
centimeter ball, and over 6 feet 
a 65-centimeter ball. When sit- 
ting on the ball, your feet 
should touch the ground and 
the knees should be slightly 
lower than the hip joint. 

A smaller ball (30 to 45 cen- 
timeters) has less surface area, 
requiring more energy to 
maintain balance. The smaller 
ball may be used for an athlete 
or a person that has had knee 
replacement to promote in- 
creased range of motion. 

A larger ball has greater 
surface area and may be used 
if a person is overweight or if 
you are starting to do upper 
body weight bearmg. 



The Swiss Ball adds a whole 
new dimension to exercise. 
Exercises performed on the 
ball require constant recruit- 
ment of core muscles. Swiss . 
Ball training forces you to 
work in an unstable environ- 
ment. The more muscles used 
in any one exercise, the more 
efficient the exercise. 

A good example of this is a 
dumbbell chest press with 
your head and shoulders on 
the ball, feet on the ground in 
a bridge position. This exer- 
cise, when performed on a . 
bench works only the triceps, 
shoulders and pectoralis 
major (chest muscles). The 
same exercise done on a ball 
works not only the chest mus- 
cles, but you get the added 
bonus of working the core 
muscles, low back artd glutes. 

Another great exercise is 
the prone jackknife, which can 
be found in Paul Chek's book, 
"How to Eat Move and Be 
Healthy!" This is done with 
your feet on the ball, hands on 
the ground, in the push-up po- 
sition. Hold your spine in per- 
fect alignment and draw the 
beUy button toward your 
spine, then bend your Imees, 
drawing them in toward your 
chest, and then return to the 
starting position of legs 
straight. 

So, if you are short on time, 
a Swiss Ball is a way to work 
more than one muscle group at 
a time. It is inexpensive, and 
in most cases many of the ex- 
ercises may done in your 
home. 

If you belong to a health 
club, ask a personal trainer for 
help. 

As always, check with your 
doctor before beginning an ex- 
ercise program.

First black U.S. Navy officers honored at ceremony'

The first black officers in the U.S.

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Use-of-force training could save a life, police say

MUNDELEIN - Once a year, police officers 
in Mundelein practice shooting people. 

Not real people, of course. 

Using an interactive system called Firearms 
Training Simulator, or FATS, officers use a 
Clock pistol outfitted with a laser to decide how 
to handle scenarios from various DVDs. 

Officer Gregory Fox, the instructor, said offi- 
cers use the "use-of-force continuum," which 
involves verbal commands followed by impact 
weapons, such as Tasers and pepper spray 
Finally, deadly force is used. 

FATS involves videotaped scenarios with ac- 
tors in situations such as bar fights, dmg raids, 
vandalism, robberies, drive-by shootings and 
ambushes. People using the system stand and 
watch the scenes unfold. They might yell "drop 
your weapon" or "step away from the vehicle." 

After each scenario, the scene is played back. 
The video shows where the gun was pointed, 
where shots were fired, and if the shots would 
be deadly 

"We'll rate what their proficiency was if 
they had to shoot," Fox said. 



Fox said he discusses the decisions made 
with the officer, and they'll talk about what 
should have been different. 

"A lot of times, there isn't really a true right 
or wrong way of doing it," he said. 

Fox said FATS gives officers a safe opportu- 
nity to make decisions. The system measures 
decision-making and marksmanship. 

The department co-owns tlie FATS system 
and equipment with police departments in 
Libertyville, Vernon Hills, Lake Zurich, Gurnee 
and Lake Forest. Each department has FATS for 
about two months each year. 

The participants of the Mundelem Citizen 
Police Academy were given the opportunity to 
try out a scenario with FATS. 

For mine, my video partner needed to use an 
ATM. As we approached the machine, we saw a 
man trying to break into it. He put the knife 
down when we told him too, but turned around 
and pulled out a gun. When he started shooting, 
I was taken off guard. I shot back, but missed. 

It's a good thing the system can't show if the 
people in the videos shot the participants. Let's 
just assume he missed me, too.

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Police give landlords tips on 
not getting taken by renters

ROUND LAICE BEACH - 
Don't rush to get the money, 
Waukegan attorney Timothy 
Evans told nearly 20 landlords 
who own property in Round 
Lal« Beach. 

Evans, who also serves as a 
judication officerin matters be- 
tween landlords and tenants, 
said the most important thing a 
landlord can do with a poten- 
tial tenant is to do a thorough 
background check on the indi- 
vidual before they sign a lease. 
Evans spoke to landlords as 
part of Round Lake Beach's 
crime-free multi housing pro- 
gram on Monday 

Landlords in Round Lake 
Beach have until July 1 to take 
the mandatory course offered 
by the Round Lake Police 
Department. 

Once through the program, 
Police Officer Paul Grace said, 
the landlords wiU receive a cer- 
tificate of competition and 
should not have to take a re- 
fresher course for three years. 
Grace drafted the ordinance, 
which intends to make living in 
Round Lake Beach a little less 
comfortable for those who be- 
long to gangs or commit crimes. 
Each participant received a 
packet of information, which 
included a copy of a crime-free 
lease addendum. The tenant 
signs the addendum in which 
they promise not to "engage or 
anyway be involved with any 
criminal activity or behavior 
on tlie property identified in 
the lease." 

The crime-free multi-hous- 
ing program, Evans said, offers 
landlords several ways to pro- 
tect themselves and their in- 
vestment. 

"When you're preparing to 
rent, get to know your tenant," 
Evans advised. 

And, he added, that includes 
every person who wiU live on 
the premises. 



One of the first tips Evans 
gave was to get each tenant's 
full name and make a photo- 
copy of their driver's license. In 
the event a process-server 
needs to deliver a complaint to 
the tenant, they will have a 
photo of the tenant. 
' Evans also suggests gettmg 
the prospective tenants Social 
Security number, along with 
their employer's information, 
so a background check can be 
conducted through the county 
clerk's office. 

"You should also get the 
name of then- closest living rel- 
ative," Evans said. "Often, if 
they're going to run, this is 
where they'll go." 

When talking to a prospec- 
tive tenants, Evans said the 
landlord should tell them that 
they will be doing a back- 
ground check, that way the ten- 
ant has an opportunity to opt 
out on their own. 

Evans told the landlords it is 
better that they come off as a 
"jerk" in the beginning of the 
rental process and they can al- 
ways ease off after a tenant has 
been with them for a while. 

"It's my property, I'm pro- 
tecting myself and I don't care 
if I hurt your feelings," should 
be the landlord's attitude, 
Evans said, 

"You have to set the tone," he 
said. "If you're nice, they wiQ 
walk all over you." 

If a landlord is going to 
allow a pet, speU-out the num- 
ber, along with what kind of pet 
they wUl aUow. That way if the 
• landlord has approved a tan chi- 
huahua and sees a yellow lab, 
that is a breach of the lease. 

With damages, Evans recom- 
mends stipulating that any 
damage that is incurred wlU be 
added to the rent and not taken 
from the security deposit. By 
the same token, he said land- 
lords should not accept the se- 
curity deposit as the last 
month's rent, in case there is 
damage after the tenant moves.

Students in the Community Based 
Transition program, in the Special 
Education District of Lake County, how- 
ever, realize that their departure likely 
means limitation rather than freedom. 

Cassie Diaz-BeUo, program supervi- 
sor, estimated that fewer than 5 percent 
of the transition program's 100 18-to-21- 
year-olds have driver's licenses. 

The transition program teaches life 
skills and prepares students for daily 
living with practice in domestic tasks 
like cooking, shopping and takmg public 
transportation. 

Diaz-BeUo emphasized that not aU 
SEDOL students have the capability to 
take public transportation or hold a job 
after they leave school. 

Adult service agencies offer in-house 
occupations for this segment of the pop- 
ulation,- but do not provide transporta- 
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Pace ADi^l^s£atnihsit 
pre-arranged idites;: but Dfaz-Bello said 
special-needs individuals, and their fam^ 
lUes still exjperience InGonveniences.- 
She even recalled families who consid- 
ered moving simply to be near a bus 
route. 

Diaz-BeUo said the special-needs pop- 
ulation, along with elderly residents 
who cannot drive and low-income fami- 
lies who cannot afford cars, would bene- 
fit from an expansion of the county's 
public transportation system. 

"This county is not accessible," she 
said. "If you don't live in a few places, 
you can't take public transportation. " 

Diaz-Bello, 54, of Gurnee,. touted this 
expansion at the Lake County Transpor- 
tation Alliance's public input forum on 
May 24." Other attendees also said the 
traffic and transportation situations in 
Lake County inconvenience residents 
with cars, and can strand those without. 

Staff from the Lake County Division 
of Transportation moderated the ses- 
sion, which met in the lecture hall of 
Warren Township High School's

portance of topics at the session.

Defenders of the Bush ad- 
ministration shrugged at news 
that there is warrantless eaves- 
dropping of overseas phone 
calls. 

Further shrugging occurred 
last month when it was re- 
vealed that the administration 
was keeping a database of 
nearly every domestic call that 
has been made since the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks. 

WlVat harm could possibly 
come of this? 

WeU, U.S. Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzales provided 
some examples. He said jour- 
nalists could be jailed for pub- 
lishing classified information 
and that the federal govern- 
ment was free to track calls to 
and made by journalists. 

There's not much point in 
having free speech if people are 
afraid to express themselves 
for fear of going to jail. And 
journalism is dependent on 
whistle-blowers whose identi- 
ties need to be protected. 

Gonzales' smister comments 
should worry everyone. 
Tracking phone calls made by 
journalists has nothing to do 
with uncovering al-Qaida 
sleeper cells. 

Furtlier, if we know the 
phone numbers of al-Qaida 



suspects overseas, why not sim- 
ply track only calls made to and 
from those numbers? 
And if we have such mforma- 
tion, it should be easy to get 
warrants. 

The same logic can be ap- 
plied to the domestic database. 
Why track everyone's calls? 
The only conceivable reason is 
to go on a nationwide fishing 
expedition and to data-mine. 

By Gonzales' logic, the gov- 
ernment could decide to track 
the calls of troublesome 
lawyers, activists, doctors - as 
long as the tag "national secu- 
rity" is applied. Without war- 
rants and judicial oversight, 
the prospects ai'e frightening. 

Government tracking of do- 
mestic calls has provoked a 
lawsuit by Chicago author 
Studs Terkel and five others. 
The lawsuit seeks to stop AT 
&T from giving up phone 
records without a court order. 
The plaintiffs, which include a 
doctor and a state lawmaker, 
argue that they rely on confi- 
dentiality m their work. 

"Having been blacldisted 
from working in television dur- 
ing the McCarthy era, I know 
the harm of government using 
private corporations to intrude, 
into the lives of innocent 
Americans," Terkel said. 

Given the recent actions of 
our govermnent, we have 
plenty to worry about.

Most people with heart fail- 
ure require several medicines 
for to achieve the best results. 
Two of the most common medi- 
cmes used to treat heart failure 
are ACE inhibitors and beta 
blockers. Both of these medi- 
cines bloclt the effects of harm- 
ful stress hormones produced 
by the body that can mal^e 
heart failure worse. Diuretics 
(water pills) are often used to 
reduce excess fluid. Other 
medications used for the treat- 
ment of heart failure include 
angiotensin-receptor blockers 
(ARBs), aldosterone antago- 
nists and a new combination 
pill of hydralazine and isosor- 
bide dinitrate that was recently 
approved by the FDA for treat- 
ment of African Americans 
with lieart failure. 

There is also evidence that 
device therapy can favorably 
affect the clinical course of 
heart failure patient. The addi- 
tion of an implantable car- 
dioverter/defibrillator (ICD) 
and/or biventricular (BiV) 
pacemaker to medical therapy 
is now recommended in many 
heart failure patients. 

In addition to taking medi- 
cines exactly as directed, peo- 
ple with heart failure should: 

• Weigh themselves eveiy day 

• Follow a low-sodium (salt) 
diet 

• Get regular' physical activity 

• Quit smoking 

• Avoid alcohol or drink 
sparingly 

• Control body weight 

• Monitor symptoms and 
leam when to consult a doctor

Jefferson is often credited by ovcr-endiusiasoc 
admirers with having brought bodi ice cream and vanilla 
to America from France. Mistorian Karen Hess, who has 
spent two decades studjdng die Jeficrson cuUnar}'' papers 
and gardening records, points out that he didn't— both 
were around long before Jefferson's sojourn in Paris as 
Americas ambassador. However, she saj's he may well 
have had a lot to do with the popularity diat bodi have 
enjoyed in our country ever suice, 

Fascinated byeverjthing that crossed his padi, 
Jefforson had a keen interest in food diat was unusual 
for men of liis station, and wlicn he liked a dish, he 
often took die trouble to find out how it was made. 
He frequendy copied recipes to send to his daughter, 
Ivhrdia Jefferson Rimdolph, who presided over 
Monticello's table after the death of her mother in 1782. 
Jefferson himself did not cook, nor did he really know 
how to, so he often misunderstood die recipes he was 
copying, making huge gaffs in the method. Of these 
scribbled recipes, fewer dian a dozen survive.

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At age 20, John Zweifel visited 

the White House and toured the five rooms that are 
open to the public, but he longed to see the rest of the 
official residence of our nations presidents. 

The experience laid the cornerstone for his life- 
long labor of love — a 60-by-2()-foot replica of the 
White House that has traveled to all 50 states and 
been visited by millions of people who may never 
step inside the mansion at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. 
in Washington, D.C. 




The White House In Miniature weighs 10 tons. 

"1 want to give people the feeling that the president 
called up and said, 'Come on over"' says John, 69. 'The 
White House transcends politics. It's die people's liouse." 

John and his wife, Jan, began building die 1-inch- 
to-1-fbot scale model In 1962. In the years since, they 
have spent more than $1 million creating tiny moldings, 
mantels, portraits and pieces of flimiture for their White 
House in Miniature. When the 10-ton mansion is not on 
tour, its permanent home is at the couple's Presidents Hall 
of Fame in Clermont, Fla. (pop. 9333), near dieir home 
in Orlando. 

"It's just gorgeous," says Helen Lomboido, of Over- 
land Rirk, Kan., during a January visit ro the replica 
White House at the Truman Presidential Museum and 
Library in Independence, Mo, 

Lights glow, telephones ring, televisions play, clocks 
tick and the water fountain in tlie Jaoc]ueline Kennedy 
Garden flows. Tlic State Dining Room is set for 80 guests 
with gold-jxiinted pewter cliairs that weigh 3 ounces each. 

The ornate State DIntng Room is set for 80 guests.

Glassblowers spent three months makii^ wine, water and 
champagne glasses for tlie tables. An army of craftspeople 
has helped with the project. 

The diandellers in the East Room are hand-blown 
glass with 55 light bulbs, each the size of a grain office 
with hair-like electriail wires. It takes five hours to change 
the chandeliers' delicate bulbs. 

Tlie Zweifels' six children joined the family minion as 
tliey grew old enough to help. Oldest son Jack silent hun- 
dreds of hours carving die most intricate piece, a replica of 
die rosewood table in die Lincoln Bcxlroom, The 2-arKl- 
1/2-inch-tall marble-topped table lias storks carved in the 
legs and grape clusters fringing the tabletop. John carved 
the replica of the fiimous 6-by-9-fbot Lincoln bed. 

Work on tlie miniature White House is never fin- 
islied. Each time the Oval Office is redecorated by its 
new occupant, identical clianges are made to the Zweifels' 
small-scale model. 

"My favorite Oval Office was (Richard) Nixon's," Jan 
says, "because it was all in royal blue and gold, probably 
tlie most regal of them all." 

One of her favorite comments about their creation 
came from Bill Qincon, who opened the exliibit in 1979 
in Little Rock wlu'n he was governor of Arkansas. "He 
pointed to the replica and said, 'Someday, I'm going to 
live in that house.'" 



The Zweifels did "live" at the White House for two 
weeks in 1975, taking photographs and measurements. 
Before then, they woiited from photograplis and details 
memorized during public tours, sometimes four a day. 

"Every president since (Gerald) Bord lias patted me on 
the back and said, 'Keep going,'" John says. 

Building the White House replica seemed like a 
natural project to John, v^io by age 6 was carving tiny 
ponies and trapeze artists for circus scenes to entertain his 
invalid grandmodier. 

By 15, John was creadng window disf^^s for Qiicago 
department srores and has worked ever since in die display 
and entertainment business. His passion, tliough, has 
been building the White House in Miniature and taking 
it to tlie people. 

"It's a very, very accurate re<reation of the White 
House," says Rex Scouten, 81, of Fairfax, Vit, who retired 
as White House curator in 1998. "It's a magnificent gift 
to the nation." ^

A cloud of dust rises from the 

sagebmsh-covercd prairie as Jeff Way and five other sea- 
soned riders lead 140 horses across northern Wyoming 
toward Eacons' Ranch, the nation's original dude ranch. 

"They move last the first day, after being fenced 
in a pasture all winter," says Way, 38, of the spirited 
horses. "Gittle you drive from behind, but horses are 
followers, so I put all my riders except one up front/' 

Over three days in May, the horses and riders trav- 
el 100 miles before arriving at the foot of the Bighorn 
Mountains, where five generations of the Eaton family 
have introduced thousands of people to the Western 
ranching lifestyle over the past century. 

"The ranch is our family livelihood, but it's 
also a way of life that we're preserving," says Way, 
general manager of Batons* Ranch near Wolf, 
Wyo. "If I ever forget that, there are plenty of 
dudes who will remind me." 

The first Batons to host guests were Way's great- 
great-grandfather Alden, and Alden's brothers Howard 
and Willis. Originally from Pittsburgh, the brothers 
traveled west individually beginning in 1868. They 
reunited in Dakota Territory, started a ranch near pres- 
ent-day Medora, N.D., and in 1882 accepted i^jayment 
from their first dude, Bert Rumsey of Buffalo, N.Y. 
Other visitors followed and, when the three brodiers 
relocated to Wyoming's Bighorn Mountains in 1904, 
their dudes weren't far behind. 
Jeff Way keeps his farnily's dude ranch legacy alive.

The origiBal dudes 

Guest ranches multiplied as outsiders developed a fos- 
cination with the West and its larger-than-life mystique. 
A hundred years ago, railroads delivered Easterners eager 
to see the West's free-roaming wildlife and scenic beauty. 
But because "there weren't many accommodations, ranch- 
ers started taking visitors in," explains Colleen Hodson, 
executive director of the Dude Rancher's Associarion, 
basal in Oxly, Wyo. 

Tliose ranchers coined the term "dude" to refer to their 
guests, es[xcially tliose from Eistem cities, who paid for 
food, lodging and the use of a horse. 

A hundred years ago, guests often put their lives 
on hold and stayed for months. They sometimes 
helped with chores such as branding livestock and 
herding cattle to fresh pastures. Nowadays, hundreds 
of ranches across the West cater to guests, and a typical 
stay is a week or two. Dudes still help with chores on 
some ranches, but not at Batons'. 



"We just couldn't get much done taking even a 
liandftil of guests out to work with us," Way says. 

Tlie hardest task for many modem-day dudes is 

learning to relax and withdraw fiom their fast-paced, 

technology-driven lifestyles. Only a couple of spots on 

Batons' Ranch offer cellular phone reception and guest 

cabins aren't furnished with televisions or telephones. 

"Most people enjoy diat," says Frank Eaton, 67, presi- 
dent of Eaton Brothers Inc. "If diey don't, they don't come 
back," he adds with a smile. 

Still, most of today's dudes spend time on the ranch 
for the same reasons that pet)ple did a century ago: to get 
away from heaic jobs in bustling cities, enjoy the West's 
wide open s|xu:es and ride the trails on horseback. 

"Horses are the main attracrion, but just being sur- 
rounded by diat vast exixinse of beauriful country is won- 
derflil, too," says Bots Young, 79* a retired fiberglass-sales 
executive from Lake Forest, 111. 

Ranch founders Howard|Alden and Willis Eaton. 
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Guests of all ages enjoy the ranch's family-friendly hospitality. 

Young claims a five-generation connealon co Eatons' Ranch. His 
grandpanents first visited in 1909 and he joined tlie family outing in 
1934 as an 8-year-old Ltd. 

Returning summer after summer, Young honed his riding skills 
and learned to fly-fisli for rainbow and brown trout in the swift, clear 
waters of Wolf Creek. But his best catch at Eatons' hapixncd in IS)47 
near the horse bam, where he met his fijture wife, Ann, after her horee 
stepped on his foot. She \vas a dude visiting ftom Connecticut and, 59 
years later, the "Youngs say their three grown children and six grandchil- 
dren love the ranch just as much as they do. 

Working cattle ranch 

Today, Eatons' 7,00()-acre spread is both a dude ranch and 
a working livestock operation, with a couple hundred head of 
cattle grazing in the mountain shadows 18 miles west of Sheri- 
dan, Wyo. (pop. 15,804). 

Five Eiiton family members work on the ranch year-round, vacci- 
nating livestock, liauling cattle fml and liay when die grass is gone, and 
keeping water trouglis from freezing when winter weather sets in. 

Way's uncle, Bill Ferguson, 55, leads the cattle operation, 
and another uncle, T.J, Ferguson, ^1, manages the horse herd 
and barn staff. Frank Eaton, and his wife, Kathy, oversee ranch 
maintenance and improvements. 

Tlie ranch lias 5 1 guest cabins, along wirii a lodge, dining hall 
and outdoor swimming pool. Over the decades, guest stmcturc^ have 
been well cared for but not altered much, though conveniences such as 
ice machines arrived on the scene in the late 1960s and coin-operated 
washers and dryers were installed in the 198()s. 

During summer, when as many as 125 dudes roam the prem- 
ises on any given day, a few other family members may show up 
to tackle everything from cleaning the barn to serving dining hall 
specialties such as baked salmon, prime rib, lamb chops and veni- 
son. Sixty employees join the family to cater to guests from June 
through September. 

One of those employees is horee wrangler Nate Schmeiscr, 23, 
who has worked at the ranch since 2003.

dqjiccing a dour Midwestern farm couple posing with a pitchfork in front of their 
house, lias become a cultural touclistone, j^arodied hy everyone from celebrity couples 
to cartoon diameters. 

Some residents of Eldon, Iowa (pop. 974), also get into the act. 
"Hi there," says Brenda Kremer, 52, answering her front door dressed in denim over- 
alls and a suit coat, just like the pitchfotk-holding farmer in the painting. "I'm Dr. B JH. 
McKeeby" — the Iowa dentist whom Grant convinced to ix)se, 
with Wood's sister Nan, as the couple in the painting. 

Kremer isn't a professional impersonaror. But shes been 
known to dress up — ^including die pitchfork — as the Gothic 
homesteader for various community events in Eldon, where the 
cottage tliat Wood used as the backdrop for one of the most 
famous pieces of aravork in American hisrory still stands. 

In August more than 75 years ago, the painter, a native of nearby 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, stumbled across the cottage during a 
country drive. What caught his c^e about the trim board-and- 
batten stmcture was the arched gotliic window in its upper 
gable, a frill that struck Wood as oddly pretentious for such an 
otherwise humble scruaure. 

Tlie house was home to Helen Glasson's grandparents. 
According to Glasson, 77, of Ottumwa, Iowa, Wood knocked on the door 
and asked permission to return the next day to sketch the house. His request 

set ofFa flurry of housekeeping by Glasson's mother 
and aunt, who wanted to make the place present- 
able. A mere three months later, American Gothic 
made its debut at an Art Institute of Chicago 
competition. Magazine and newspaper reprints 
soon made ir well known around the nation and 
later the world. 

In Eldon, it took awhile for residents co appre- 
ciate their connection to the famous painting. "I 
didn't live that far fbom it, but I didn't give it 
n a u nger much thought," says Linda Durflinger, 61, who 

grew up in Eldon and is today a member of the rown council. 

"I thought, 'What's the big deal?'" Glasson adds. "It was in my family, 
and I didn't think It \vas anything special." 

Over time, however, Eldon's Identity became closely tied to the unique 
legacy of its "Gothic House," which was acquired by the State Historical 
Society of Iowa in 1991. Tliough the home, which sometimes is still used as

be the most appropriate time to have the 
opening" says Krenier, who is coordinating 
the welcome-center project. 

Building on its past has become 
something of a passion for Eldon. One 
grassroots group is working to restore 
the town's lOO-year-oid McHaffey Opera 
House; another has converted the old Rock 
Island Railroad depot into a museum. Last 
summer, a third set of volunteers raised 
enough money to reopen Eldon s shuttered 
downtown restaurant and lure two experi- 
enced restaurateurs to run it. 

With banners on street lampposts 
fluttering with the image of the famed 
gothic window, Eldon is ready to become 
a little less of a well-kept Iowa secret. "I 
think Gothic House is going to be the 
drawing card," Durflinger says. "Tlieres 
not much else right now in Eldon. But 
once there is, I think we're going to have 
a big boom." "^
